1-6) jvas inserted into the '877 publication merely as an example of a specific 
eye tracker, and is attributed to our inventive activities/ That is, we are the inventors of the 
subject matter disclosed in paragraphs 0238 to 0298, and FIGS. 13-18 of the '877 pubUcation.
